MOTION FOR STAY OF EXECUTION 

TROY ANTHONY DAVIS, by and through undersigned counsel, 
respectfully requests that this Court enter a stay of execution of his death 
sentence, currently scheduled for 7:00 PM on September 21, 2011. In support of 
this motion, Mr. Davis shows the following: 

On September 6, 2011, an execution warrant issued in the Superior Court of 
Chatham County, setting Mr. Davis's execution for the week of September 21-28, 
2011. See Exhibit A. Mr. Davis's execution is now scheduled for September, 
2011, at 7:00 PM. 



Mr. Davis has filed with this Court a Petition for Writ of Habeas Corpus, 
challenging the constitutionality of his sentence of death based on newly available 
evidence which exposes key elements of the state's case against Mr. Davis at trial 
to be egregiously false and misleading, fatally undermining the Constitutionality of 
his conviction and death sentence, including evidence demonstrating that 
previously discredited GBI forensic examiner Roger Parian 1 offered false 
testimony regarding ballistics evidence which the state relied upon in arguing the 
case for guilt and death. Mr. Davis has asserted grounds for relief which warrant 
this Court's careful consideration and intervention. Thus, he respectfully requests 
that this Court stay his execution and give him the opportunity to prove his 
constitutional claims for relief. 

WHEREFORE, Mr. Davis requests that this Court stay his execution 
pending resolution of the proceedings and further Order of this Court.
